Egypt, Libya normalise relations

malise bilateral relations which have deteriorated steadily 
during the past year. The agreement was signed by 
Libyan Foreign Minister Abdul S alam TureDa and Mo- 
hOTunad Rtad, Egyptian Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs, following mediation initiatives by Togolese Pre- 
sident Gnassingbe Eyadema. The two ministers left Togo 
today after signing the agreement which pledges the 
north African countries to observe principles of good 
nelghbouriiness and mutual respect based on total equa- 
lity. 
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Kuwaiti airliner hijacked 

KUWAIT, July 8 (R). — A Kuwaiti Boeing 707 airliner 
on a flight from Beirut to Kuwait was hijacked tonight 
and has landed at Kuwait airport, Kuwait Radio said. 
The Radio «akf neither the n umb er nor nationality of the 
hijackers was immediately known. The hijackers ordered 
that the plane be refuelled, the radio said. The hijacking 
was the third in the gulf area in just over a year. One 
June, a crippled Lebanese civil war veteran hijacked a 
Middle East airline Boeing 707. The plane landed in 
Kuwait and the hijacker surrendered after Kuwaiti com- 
mandos stormed it. On June 29, another Lebanese hijacked 
a Gulf Air VC-10 airliner on a flight from London to 
the Gulf states of Dubai and Muscat. He was arrested.

AMMAN, July 8 (R). — His 
Majesty King Hussein leaves 
for Cairo tomorrow on a two- 
day state visit to Egypt for ta- 
lks with President Anwar Sadat 
on the situation in the Middle 
East and bilateral relations. 

It will be his first visit to 
Egypt since be attended the Af- 
ro- Arab summit conference in 
the Egyptian capital last Ma- 
rch. 

According to officials here 
the two heads of state are ex- 
pected to discuss the latest de- 
velopments in the region, with 
special reference to the appo- 
intment of the rightwmg Lik- 
ud government in Israel. 

They are also expected to 
review the results of their ta- 
lks with President Carter in 
April and May and coordinate 
efforts in preparation for a to- 
ur of the Middle East, expec- 


ted late this month, by United 
States Secretary of State Cy- 
rus Vance. 

The King visited Syria on 
June 22 and returned from 
Saudi Arabia yesterday. Well- 
informed sources here said the 
visits reflected Jordan’s con- 
cern over the gravity of the 
Middle East situation and an- 
xiety to pool Arab resources 
and potentials for the service 
of a just and durable peace in 
the area. 

They, said the current criti- 
cal stage through which the 
Arab World passed necessita- 
ted an exchange of views with 
the other Arab states before 
the Geneva conference, expec- 
ted to reconvene in October.

Begin tells Zionist meet 

Israel does not threaten 
anyone with atomic bombs 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, July 
7 (R). — Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin said tonight 
Israel was not threatening an- 
yone with atomic weapons. 

Mr. Begin, commenting on a 
statement by Egyptian Presid- 
ent Anwar Sadat last night 
that he had definite informa- 
tion Israel had produced an at- 
omic bomb, added : “More th- 
an that: Israel is. not threaten- 
ing anybody with conventional 
weapons”. 

The Israeli leader, speaking 
at the opening of the annual 
conference of the Zionist Or- 
ganisation of America said : 
“Let us not waste our time on 
inhuman estimates of the nu- 
mber of deaths we can inflict 
on each other”. 

President Sadat bad said if 
Israel used the bomb, a million 
Egyptians would die and his 
plan was to kill a million Isra- 
elis. 

Mr. Begin called on Arab co- 
untries to observe a “political 


case-fire” until Oct. 10, the da- 
te when he and Mr. Sadat ha- 
ve said the Geneva peace con- 
ference could be resumed. 

He said Egypt, Syria, Jordan 
and Israel should refrain from 
making political statements ag- 
ainst each other to help the 
peace-making process in the 
region. 

Earlier today Mr. Begin co- 
mplained to United Nation Pe- 
ace-Keeping Forces coordinat- 
or LL-Gen. Ensio Siilasvuo that 
Egypt had thousands of troo- 
ps east of the Suez Canal in 
the reduced forces zone, far 
beyond the number permitted 
under the interim disengagem- 
ent agreement between Egypt 
and Israel. 

Mr. Begin told him that Is- 
rael would strictly adhere to 
the agreement. 

He demanded that Egypt al- 
so strictly observe the agree- 
ment and puli out soldiers it 
was not permitted to have in 
the area. 


ying it was unreasonable that 
the Arabs should appear with 
different and divergent opini- 
ons when they presented their 
case to the world, while Isra- 
el presented a single united op- 
inion. 

The sources believe the Ki- 
ng, who has repeatedly anno- 
unced that he supports any 
Arab meeting on the highest 
level, may have discussed a 
possible restricted Arab sum- 
mit of the "confrontation states” 
- - Syria, Egypt, Jordan and pe- 
rhaps Saudi Arabia, when be 
visited Damascus and Jeddah. 

King Hussein is also expect- 
ed to brief President Sadat on 
the talks he had held in Da- 
mascus and Jeddah, which offi- 
cials here described as “very 
fruitful and positive.” 

The subject of a restricted 
summit, to be followed by a 
full-fledged summit, was likely 
to come up in the Cairo faiw 
the sources said 

The newspaper Al Sha*b, to- 
day said that though the con- 
frontation states were the coun- 
tries directly concerned with the 
Geneva conference they still 
needed full Arab support to en- 
able them to define and draw 
up the results of the conferen- 
ce. 

Al Sba’b also said an ur- 
gent Arab summit to define the 
Arab position on Geneva was 
a necessity. 

Relations between Jordan and , 
Egypt are described by officials 
here as brotherly and good, and 
the two heads of state are ex- 
pected to seek to strengthen 
them and augment cooperation 
between Cairo and Amman. 

Commenting on the visit, 
Egypt’s Ambassador Izzat Ab- 
dul Latif said any meeting be- 
tween Jordan and Egypt would 
be fruitful not only for the two 
sister countries, but for the 
entire Arab nation. 

Hie two countries represent- 
ed “a corner-stone in tne Arab 
position and are working toge- 
ther to achieve peace, ” he ad- 
ded. 

The ambassador said tomor- 
row's meeting was the third this 
year, which showed that con- 
tacts between the two leaders 
were continuing in an effort to 
coordinate positions.

Bhutto will be released 
to contest Oct. elections 


Anglo-American envoys 
start talks with Smith 


ISLAMABAD. July 8 (R). — 
Pakistan’s new military rulers 
have said former Prime Minis- 
ter Zulfikar All Bhutto would 
be released from protective cu- 
stody to contest the promised 
October general elections. 

But opposition leaders said 
he should face trial on char- 
ges of election rigging and oth- 
er misdeeds and his assets sh- 
ould be probed. 

The pir of Pigaro, the most 
senior opposition leader, said 
yesterday the National Alliance 
would beat Mr. Bhutto's Peo- 
ple’s Party at the next gene- 
ral election and would then put 
the ex-premier on trial if the 
army did not bring him to co- 
urt 

He wanted Mr. Bhutto to ac- 
count for all his actions since 
he came to office in 1971, he 
said. 

An army spokesman in Ra- 
walpindi said the armed for- 
ces had no plans for staging 
political trials, 

The country's new rulers led 
by military strongman Gen. 


Zia-Ul-Haque, 52, announced 
yesterday that a schedule for 
the elections and campaign ru- 
les would be published in the 
next few days. 

Gen. Zia met the ambassa- 
dors of two of Pakistan’s clo- 
sest allies - - China and Saudi 
Arabia -- yesterday. Details of 
the talks were not released. 

In Karachi yesterday troops 
stopped traffic in and out of 
the city to search for arms. 
Informed sources said the ar- 
my feared extremists would st- 
ore weapons to use in the Oc- 
tober election campaign. 

Gun stores were closed for a 
check on sales over the last 
six months. 

Troops also sealed the Kara- 
chi offices of the Sind prov- 
ince government preparatory 
to searching files. 

The army appointed former 
Foreign Minister Syed Sharfu- 
ddin Pirzada, a lawyer, attor- 
ney general yesterday. He succ- 
eeds Mr. Yahya Lakhtiar, dis- 
missed along with other mem- 
bers of Mr. Bhutto’s cabinet.

SAUSBURY. July 8 (R). — 
Negotiators from Britain and 
the United States today begin 
a round of talks with Rhodes- 
ian government officials in the 
latest initiative to solve the 
white-ruled territory's 12-year- 
old constitutional problem. 

But observers here are dou- 
btful whether the envoys, Mr. 
John Graham of Britain and 
Mr. Stephen Low of the United 
States, will make .any headway 
in their efforts to press the Rh- 
odesian government into ban- 
ding over power to the coun- 
try’s six million blacks. 

The two men flew in from 
Lusaka last night where they 
spent two days discussing Rh- 
odesia with Zambian govern- 
ment officials and Rhodesian 
nationalist leaders, including 
Mr. Joshua Nkomo, joint lea- 
der with Mr. Robert Mugabe of 
the Patriotic Front guerrilla 
army.

Fighting rages 
around Asmara 

BEIRUT. July 8 (R). — Fierce 
fighting is raging in the out- 
skirts of Asmara, capital of 
Eritrea, between Eritrean sece- 
ssionists and Ethiopian forces, 
according to a statement issu- 
ed here today by the Eritrean 
Liberation Front-Revolutionary 
Council (ELF-RC). 

R said the Ethiopian forces 
tried to break the siege on the 
city and moved towards the 
villages of Woki Duba and Adi- 
Merawi, 2 and 3 kms. west of 
the capital respectively. 

The army regulars are ba- 
cked by “thousands of armed 
peasants recently air-lifted to 
Eritrea,” the statement added. 

The statement said Ethiopian 
forces suffered "heavy losses” 
in men and equipment when 
they tried to recapture the to- 
wn of Baylul, about 64 kms. 
north of the port town of As- 
sab. 

It added that five Eritrean fi- 
ghters were killed and six wo- 
unded in fighting near Assab 
between June 29 and Julv 3.

Rev. Ndabaningi Sithole. 

It is believed Mr. Smith ho- 
pes to outflank the Patriotic 
Front, which has forces based 
in Zambia and Mozambique by 
reaching a settlement with Mr.

CAIRO, July 8 ( R ). — Six 
top leaders ot a Moslem ext- 
remist group that kidnapped 
and killed a former caomet 
minister were arrested today 
during a massive crackdown 
on the sect. 

Police said the six included 
Shukn Ahmad Mustapha, lea- 
der of the banned Taikfir Wal 
Hijra, or society for repentan- 
ce and flight from sin. They 
were found in a flat in the 
Cairo suburb of Mataria alo- 
ng with explosives and leaflets. 

Police earlier named one of 
the six as Ahmad Tarek Abdul 
‘Alim, the second top leaders 
of the sect. They later said they 
were wrong and the search for 
him continues. 

Mr. Abdul ‘Alim was one of 
ri!ne people who said to have 
kidnapped the former Religious 
Endowments Minister, Dr. Mo- 
hammad Hussein Zahabi, on> 
Sunday. The body of the out- 
spoken critic of the society 
was found on Wednesday, shot 
through the left eye and sta- 
bbed many tiroes. 

The government cracked do- 
wn on the sect yesterday and 
150 people were arrested. The 
action followed a threat from 
the group to launch a campa- 
ign of terror in Egypt. 

Police said they had found 
a list of targets for assassin- 
ation in one of about 25 fiats 
rented by the society. 

The list named top state se- 
curity officials, the editors-in- 
chief of Cairo’s main newspa- 
pers and leaders of profession- 
al syndicates such as lawyers 
and doctors, police said. 

The official Middle East Ne- 
ws Agency (MENA) said Mr. 
Mustapha was with his wife 
and son when he was arrested 
today. 

"Important documents reve- 
aling the secrets of the orga- 
nisation were also found inside 
the flat,” MENA added. 

The agency said police had 
been helped in finding the fl- 
at by people living in the ar- 
ea. 

The semi-official newspaper 
Al Gumhouria reported that 
some of the people arrested ye- 
sterday had confessed to fin- 
ancing the society. It had 
50,000 Egyptian pounds (same 
sterling) in funds and memb- 
ers t ravelled to neighbouring 
Arab countries to seek money, 
the newspaper added. 


Prime Minister Mamdouh Sa- 
lem, acting in his capacity as 
a deputy military governor, ye- 
sterday issued a military or- 
der reminding Egyptians that 
martial law still was in force. 

The order asked landlords 
of flats to report the identit- 
ies of tenants within three 
days. 

A military tribunal has been 
formed to try sect members. 
Hearings start next week. 

An official of the Ministry 
of the Interior said the sect 
held its meetings in furnish- 
ed flats. The independent Fr- 
ench-language Journal d’Egyp- 
- te said that according to the 
police there were at least 
22,000 furnished flats in grea- 
ter Cairo. 

Al Ah ram said police bad al- 
so established that the sect us- 
ed young boys as runners to 
cany instructions from the or- 
ganisation's leaders, known by 
the sect as emirs (princes), to 
its members. 

The government, which has 
drastically increased security 
in Cairo, today took the un- 
usual step of posting police in 
front of all main mosques. 

The sect has said its next 
target for terror will be cro- 
wds. Today is the weekly Mo- 
slem holiday when tens of th- 
ousands of Moslems go to mo- 
sques for prayers. 

Prime Minister Salem, who 
is also interior minister, in a st- 
atement published by Al Abram 
today said the government wo- 
uld not tolerate terrorism. “We 
totally reject terrorism, under- 
ground activities and fanatici- 
sm," Mr. Salem said. ‘We will 
strike hard at them." 

Al Ahram also reported that 
police had discovered an imp- 
ortant cell of the sect in the 
Delta city of Mansoura. 
“Members of the group gave 


in without any resistance," AJ 

Ahram reported. 

The Interior Ministry yester- 
day denied there were any in- 
cidents at Mansoura. Earlier, 
an anonymous telephone call 
to Reuters from a man claim- 
ing to represent the 1 sect said 
they had killed a number of po- 
lice after luring them into a 
trap in Mansoura. 

Al Gumhouria also publish- 
ed photographs of some of th- 
ose who were injured in two 
blasts in Cairo on Wednesday 
for which the sect has claimed 
responsibility. A total of 10 
people were hurt in the exp- 
losions. 

One of the injured said two 
men carrying a small red pla- 
stic bag sat next to him in the 
middle of the Sphinx Cinema 
where the first blast occurred. 

“Five minutes later the two 
men left the cinema, r thou- 
ght they forgot the bag and 
shouted at them to come and 
pick it up but they ran out,” 
Al Gumhouria quoted Ahmad 
Daoud Mohammad as saying. 

Five minutes later smoke ca- 
me out of the bag and the bo- 
mb exploded, Mr. Mohammad 
said. 


U.S., USSR

day discussed Middle East dev- 
elopments with the Soviet First 
Deputy Foreign Minister, Mr.

Suarez presses ahead to 
solve economic problems 


Djibouti president 
assumes premiership 


DJIBOUTI, July 8 (R). — Dji- 
bouti President Hassan Gouled 
has decided to assume the fu- 
nctions of prime minister, less 
than two weeks after his co- 
untry gained independence fr- 
om France, an official announ- 
cement said today. 

The announcement, signed 
by Mr. Gouled, said “the exe- 
cutive power is exercised by 
the president of the republic 
who also carries the title of 
head of government." 

The constitutional texts ad- 
opted by the National Assem- 
bly provided for the existence 
of a prime minister. 

Mr. Med Dini. President of 
the National Assembly, was 
widely expected to be given 
the post but the president's 
decision appeared to lessen Mr. 
Dini’s powers at least tempo- 
rarily. 

Mr. Gouled was elected pre- 
sident on June 24, three days 
before the territory, formerly 
called the French Territory of 
the Afars and the Issas, was 
granted independence. 

President Gouled said in the 
announcement that his assum- 
ption of the premiership was 
aimed at "ensuring the contin- 
uity of the running of the re- 
public until the installation of 
all the institutions arising fr- 
om the ratification of the futu- 
re national constitution." 

Il also renamed the council 
of government, elected before 
independence, the council of 
ministers. 

In a separate development, 
Tne Security. Council yesterd- 
ay recommended unanimously 
that the General Assembly ad- 
mit newly independent Djibouti, 
formerly French Somaliland, to 
membership of the United Na- 
tions. 

The assembly will act on the 
endorsement in September, ma- 


king Djibouti the 148th mem- 
ber state. 

All 15 council members spo- 
nsored the formal resolution to 
recommend admission after the 
council's Committee on Admi- 
ssions met privately to consi- 
der and approve the applica- 
tion. 

Demirel rejects 
Ecevit’s offer 
for coalition 

ANKARA, July 8 tR). — Tur- 
kish Premier-designate Suley- 
man Demirel today rejected a 
proposal by caretaker Premier 
Bulent Ecevit for a “grand coa- 
lition” of Turkey’s two main 
parties, Mr. Ecevit told repor- 
ters. 

The idea of the two major 
parties getting together to fo- 
rm a stable government and 
come to grips with Turkey's ur- 
gent economic and political 
problems has received wide su- 
pport from moderates and wo- 
uld be welcome to several of 
Turkey’s foreign allies. 

But both leaders had been 
cool to the idea previously. 

Mr. Ecevit said he had pro- 
posed that both parties - - wh- 
ich together command 403 se- 
ats in the 450-member Nation- 
al Assembly -- unite behind an 
independent prime minister. 

Mr. Ecevit made the offer to 
Mr. Demirel in a meeting at 
the parliament building here 
today, he told reporters after 
the meeting. 

“Mr. Demirel rejected the of- 
fer, saying he was trying ano- 
ther formula at the moment,” 
Mr. Ecevit said. 


MADRID, July 8 (R). — Pri- 
me Minister Adolfo Suarez, sp- 
urred by industrial unrest, pr- 
essed ahead today with plans 
for solving Spain’s economic 
problems and cutting an infla- 
tion rate of about 27 per cent 
a year. 

He conferred with his Vice 
Premier for Economic Affairs, 
Prof. Enrique Fuentes Quinta- 
na, and with Commerce and 
Tourism Minister Juan Anto- 
nio Garcia Diez, official sour- 
ces said. 

The cabinet, largely compo- 
sed of the prime minister’s ce- 
ntre-right coalition which won 
last month’s general elections, 
is expected to approve the new 
government programme at its 
first meeting on Monday. 

The need for a policy to co- 
pe with inflation was underli- 
ned by stirrings of labour un- 
rest. 

Troops in the northern city 
of Valladolid, where a week -old 
dustmen’s strike for higher pay 
has led to clashes between st- 
rikers and riot police, were 
removing rubbish for the sec- 
ond day in a row. 

Vandals ran through the st- 
reets. scattering bags of rubb- 


ish piled up outside apartment 
buildings. 

Spanish petrol kiosk attenda- 
nts threatened to go on strike 
for more pay at the end of the 
month, just at the time when 
the annual influx of foreign 
tourists reaches a peak. 

In the Mediterranean port of 
Valencia, riot police fired rub- 
ber bullets and smoke bombs 
last night to disperse more th- 
an 1,000 workers calling for 
the dissolution of state-run tr- 
ade unions. 

Last April, the government 
legalised Social and Commun- 
ist trade unions but it has dis- 
solved the official syndicates 
set up by the late Gen. Franco. 

While Prime Minister Suarez 
worked on his programme, the 
Socialists began contacting sp- 
linter groups, such as the Po- 
pular Socialist Party to try 
and merge into one organisa- 
tion. 

The Socialist Party of Se- 
nor Felipe Gonzalez finished 
second to the prime minister's 
Democratic Centre Union in 
the elections and is sure to of- 
fer strong opposition in the 
new parliament, which will al- 
so rewrite the constitution. 


Haaretz: U.S. asks Israel

States has asked Israel to sup- 
ply arms to rightist Lebanese 
militia now fighting leftist- Pal- 
estinian forces in southern Le- 
banon. 

The request spoke of supp- 
lying artillery, medium-size mo- 
rtars and armoured vehicles, 
Haaretz said. 

Israeli military spokesmen 
would neither confirm nor de- 
ny the newspaper report. 


Israeli military sources said 
today that Palestinian guerril- 
las had entered villages in the 
central region of south Leba- 
non, deserted by their inhabi- 
tants recently due to an es- 
calation in fighting. 

The sources reported mass 
concentrations of Palestinians 
around the village of Yarin, 
scene of a heavy artillery battle 
between the warring parties 
last weekend. The rightist for- 
ces now control the village.

Jordanian dailies Friday co- 
mmented on the importance of 
the visit of His Majesty to 
Arab capitals, President Car- 
ter's concept of peace and Dji- 
bouti's political future. 

AL SHAT3 said that the visit 
of His Majesty the King to 
Damascus and Jeddah and the 
scheduled visit to Cairo are all 
Jordanian initiatives during a 
very critical period. Jordan fe- 
els the necessity for uniting 
Arab national efforts and ex- 
changing political views amo- 
ngst Arab leaders. 

King Hussein has stated that 
in order to have a unified and 
clear Arab stand at the Gene- 
vo Conference an Arab summit 
of confrontation states must 
convene after which a more 
comprehensive Arab summit sh- 
ould meet. The Arab summit 
would define what is required 
of the Arabs in Geneva and 
organise to utilise Arab diplo- 
matic, economic and military 
potentialities to realise these 
requirements. 

The paper concluded that' the 
confrontation countries are the 
ones directly involved in the 
Geneva Conference, yet they 
are in need of total Arab sup-" 
port to give them the power, 
to effect the results of Gene- 
va Thus King Hussein's visits 
are important to start the Ar- 
abs moving politically. 

AL DUSTOUR said that it 
is not far fetched that U.S. 
President Carter’s statements 
on peace are to test the Ar- 
abs; these statements are ap- 
proved by Israeli publicity cha- 
nnels. 

According to the paper. Car- 
ter’s concept ignores two basic 
points: 

1. The agency of four wars 
between the Arabs and Israel 
ir a span of thirty years can- 
not be obliterated all at once. 

2. The basic for peace is to 
provide assurances for securi- 
ty, not start diplomatic rela- 
tions. 

Thus this concept of peace, 
as approved by Israeli publi- 
city channels, is “putting the 
cart before the horse." Talks 
end discussions must be con- 
cerned with the problem of 
security which definitely neces- 
sitates Israel’s total withdraw- 
al 'from occupied territories in- 
cluding Jerusalem. 

AT. AKHBAR said that Dji- 


bouti in future will be the 
subject of con flier between two 
powers. The source of this co- 
nflict is from the east. The 
paper explained by sa -mg that 
the USSR has backed i-thiopia 
out of fear that Djibouti and 
Somalia would form an alli- 
ance. As a result China inter- 
fered, as observers claim, on 
the side of Somalia. Meanwh- 
ile France is still keeping its 
military base in Djibouti with 
the approval of the U.S. 

The paper added that the 
danger lies in the fact that 
Djibouti has added China as 
a new dimension In the conf- 
lict, as China could possibily 
move there its ideological con- 
flict with the USSR. 

The paper concluded that ob- 
servers agree that Djibouti is 
ideal for international confron- 
tation and inter-Arab conflict. 

TICHRIN, the Syrian gover- 
nment newspaper, said today 
that while Syria welcomed the 
resumption of the Geneva Pe- 
ace Conference on the Middle 
East there was no guarantee 
it would reach a settlement 
•-to meet the United Nations’ 
resolutions on the conflict. 

The paper added that even 
if the difficulties obstructing 
the resumption of the confe- 
rence were overcome there 
was no sign of any change 
in Israel’s attitude "towards 
the fundamental issues of a 
Middle East settlement.” 

The paper concluded that it 
' remained "a prime object for 
Syria and all other Arab cou- 
ntries to maintain vigilance 
and stay ready for all possi- 
bilities." 

AL BATH, another Syrian 
newspaper, said today that Is- 
rael was "preparing, under the 
disguise of a peace umbrella 
neva Conference in October. 

The paper said "this state- 
ment was only aimed at mis- 
leading world public opinion 
while preparing for a large- 
scale attack, maybe before 
Geneva in order to get rid of 
Geneva."

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY

JLLOR1N. Kwara State. Nige- 
ria (Gemini) -- The Tuareg, 
a celebrated ancient race of 
warrior nomads in the Sahara 
Desert and the Sahel border- 
ing it to the south, are today 
a destitute, beaten and hum- 
bled people. They have been 
reduced to this state not th- 
rough fighting - - but by the 
climate. In the great Saheli- 
an drought in 1972-74 the 
Tuareg of Mali and Niger 
were among the worst suff- 
erers. 

Four years ago Tuareg tre- 
kked southwards into Nige- 
ria in large numbers from 
their home countries, having 
lost their herds and hence 
all their livelihood. 

Many are still in Nigeria 
today. No more striking pro- 
of exists of the ruin of this 
famous people than the sight 
of men of their former up- 
per classes working as night- 
watchmen in Nigerian cities. 

The Tuareg are basically 
herdsmen. Living a sparse ex- 
istence with their cattle, she- 
ep. goats and camels on the 
desert fringe, they were for 
centuries also warriors prey- 
ing on the old trans-Sahara 
caravans. 

They are a white race ap- 
parently related to the Ber- 
bers of Morocco and Alge- 
ria. whose language is relat- 
ed to theirs. They are famous 
for their blue robes and for 
the veils worn not by the wo- 
men. but by the men. 

The Tuareg resisted French 
colonial rule strongly. In 1916 
they rose in revolt all over th- 
eir desert and Sahel lands. 
After independence most we- 
re included in the Republics of 
Mali and Niger, with some in 
the Algerian Sahara. 

In Mali they showed their 
warrior spirit again in a long 
guerrilla rebellion in the Ad- 
rar mountains in the sixties, 
suppressed with difficulty and 
with brutality by the govern- 
ment of the late Modibo Keita. 

The Tuareg traditionally had 
black slaves, originally of ca- 
ptive origins but assimilated 
into Tuareg society. They have 
always done vital work either 
in the nomad camps or on fi- 
elds owned by the white Tuar- 
eg. masters. 

They were an essential part 
of the Tuarges’ way of life and 
their situation was little worse 
than their masters', as life was 
hard for all. 

The migration of white Tua- 
reg of the former upper class- 
es in the past four years is a 
phenomenon due to the fami- 
ne; Tuareg entered Nigeria in 
the same way during the simi- 
lar famine of 1912-14, but they 
returned home later. 

The Tuareg noblemen, who 
had owned herds often num- 
bering several hundreds, lost 
almost all of them after the 
low 1972 rainfall in the Sahel. 
According to the normal migr- 
ation routine they had their 
herds there during the short 
rainy season when there would 
normally be enough pasture for 
a few months before the annu- 
al move to the south in the 


dry season. 

When the 1972 rains were 
far below normal, pasture and 
water ran out and the cattle 
could not be moved south zo 
better-provided areas in time. 
Few cattle survived, and not 
many sheep, goats or camels. 

-Now Tuareg are seen all ov- 
er Nigeria, striking in the blue 
robes they still commonly we- 
ar. Most of the drought refu- 
gees are men. but there are 
(unveiled; women among them, 
and children. 

Some of the Tuareg, especi- 
ally children, are beggars, but 
the Tuareg nmi gadi ("night 
watchmen" in Hausa) is a fam- 
iliar sight by now In Kano, Za- 
ria and other towns of north- 
ern Nigeria, armed with a tra- 
ditional sword and, it is said, 
very effective against burgl- 
ars ; the Tuareg are valued by 
house and shop owners. 

Other Tuareg earn money by 
selling their traditional handi- 
crafts, especially swords, well- 
made door locks, and other me- 
talwork. 

Most Tuareg are probably in 
the northern stales, the nearest 
area to their home countries. 
Life is easier for them there 
because manv know Hausa 


i only a few know French;. But 
other Tuareg are found furth- 
er south, in Ilorin, Enugu, and 
probably most other big cities. 
Tr-'re are many in Lagos. 

Tr.e Nigerian authorities al- 
lowed the influx of drought re- 
fugees as a gesture of help. Th- 
ey could hardly have prevent- 
ed it anyway, as the Nigeria* 
Niger border is particularly lo- 
ng and open, easily crossed by 
regular Fulani cattle migrati- 
ons, by groundnut smugglers, 
and recently by Tuareg refuge- 
es. 

Drought relief was grossly 
inadequate, owing to confus- 
ion, incompetence and corrup- 
tion. and to transport difficul- 
ties. in both Niger and Mali, 
and in Mali, possibly, also to 
government ill-will. 

The rapid post-drought reco- 
very of Mali may have enco- 
uraged some Tuareg to return 
there to resume their herding 
life. But in Niger, though the 
government has always been 
better disposed to the Tuareg 
than in Mali, the economic si- 
tuation is much worse. 

In contrast to Mali's recove- 
ry. Niger had a new serious fo- 
od shortage requiring interna- 
tional aid in 1976. Many Tu- 
areg. however, are back on th- 
eir old pastoral migration ro- 
utes in Niger. 

Others will probably join 
them, for most have no pos- 
sibility of other work and their 
great toughness which has hel- 
ped them recover from disas- 
ter before will help them to 
dn so again. 



The blows that have hit the tiny Comoros 


In 1975 three of the four main islands of the French Comoro 
group in the Indian Ocean declared their independence. In a refe- 
rendum the fourth, Mayotte, decided to remain French. Since then 
the Comoros have faced a series of natural and political crises. The 
law has been an unsuccessful attempt to overthrow the govern- 
ment of President Ali Soilih. Dissidents occupied an airport in An- 
jouan, but were arrested. This report focuses on the events lead- 
ing up to the latest revolt.

PARIS, (Gemini) — Nature and 
the disastrous legacies of co- 
lonial rule have thrown the 
tiny Indian Ocean world of the 
Comoros into turmoil two yea- 
rs after they seized Indepen- 
dence from thie French. 

Last April the towering 7,700- 
foot volcano of Kathala on Gr- 
ande Comoro, the main island, 
exploded after nearly 70 years 
of silence, pouring boiling lava 
into the villages on its slopes. 
Twenty thousand people were 
left without homes. 

It was the latest in a strong 
of catastrophes for the island- 
ers. Head of State Ali Soilih 's 
government, in the midst of 
removing the vestiges of Fr- 
ench administration and piec- 
ing together a new political 
lifestyle, had found itself four 
months earlier faced with a 
sudden influx of 18,000 destit- 
ute Comorians from Madagas- 
car. 

In an inter-community flare- 
up in December, more than 100 
Comorians living in Majunga 
in northwest Madagascar, were 
killed. Homes were looted and 
families beaten up. The Mala- 


gasy and Comorian governm- 
ents agreed to repatriate the 
entire Comorian community in 
the interests of ethnic peace in 
Madagascar. 

The influx was tough for 
the Comoros, already with sc- 
arcely enough to feed their 
290,000 people. In 1975 France 
had reacted to Mr. Soilih's uni- 
lateral declaration of indepen- 
dence by withdrawing all its 
400 aid and administrative per- 
sonnel and ending its practice 
of meeting the budget deficit 
(S2S million last year). 

The islands, facing catastro- 
phe, looked to the international 
aid agencies. A UNDP report 
early last year said the collapse 
of the Comorian economy was 
imminent. 

Somehow, Soilih’s makeshift 
administration coped. The In- 
ternational Red Cross League 
set up refugee camps and ap- 
pealed for food and clothing 
and help in delivering them. 

In the last few months Mr. 
Soilih's government, facing sev- 
ere unemployment (there are 
only 14,000 paid jobs in the 
archipelago) food shortages, la- 
ndlessness, lack of natural re- 
sources, the absence of an ed- 
ucated class (the illiteracy lev- 


el is 90 per cent and most 
schools have been shut since 
the French left two years ago) 
has taken drastic measures. 

Early in May, the National 
Assembly confirmed by accla- 
mation a constitutional change 
making this Sorbonne-educated 
agronomist head of state with 
wide powers and decided to 
hold a referendum to win app-

In future the administration 
would be based on local com- 
munities and every citizen giv- 
en a piece of land and legally 
bound to farm it, Mr. Soilih 
announced.

a view to forming a federation 
or confederation with the re- 
public's mainland neighbour. 

A gram of $100 million from 
the Arab League has helped 
the government resolve the im- 
mediate problem of providing 
equipment for the hundreds of 
new farm plots. 

Precise information is hard 
to come by. Foreign journalists 
are banned, but reports speak 
of plans by Mr. Soilih's regime 
to invade Mayotte. France has 
moved 200 crack legionnaires 
into the island. 

The Mayotte islanders voted 
to stay French in a referendum 
organised by the French be- 
fore the other three Islands 
declared their independence, 
and the French seem determi- 
ned to stay put. 

Mayotte is the only island

“This ministry has great pos- 
sibilities. The mass media is so- 
mething so effective that it 
must be handled very carefully. 
If not used properly, it could be . 
very detrimental and damaging. 
To avoid such a risk I have to 
be continually on the watch. 
This is sometimes tiring. And 
because this Held is such an 
overt of activity, you can’t af- 
ford to make a mistake. Infor- 
mation is read, seen and heard 
by everybody. 

“My ministry is exposed to 
comments from the people. Be- 
sides, we are supposed to pro- 
mote the policy of the govern- 
ment not only in terms of poli- 
tics but also in terms of social, 
cultural and economic policy. 
And people talk about informa- 



tion when they perceive its mis- 
takes. They will never evoke its 
good side. So this job is open 
more to criticism than to prai- 
se. Unless you understand this 
fact very well, you will always 
be nervous, anxious and gloo- 
my. 

“Mass media also includes the 
notion of public relations. And 
this again imposes some intrin- 
sically good qualities, such as 
patience, perseverance and fol- 
low-up. P.R. is necessary to as- 
sess the ministry's services and 

activities. 

“There is another important 
i must in our job : Follow-up on 
‘ what is going on all over the 
world. This international preoc- 
cupation is very useful for local 
events. 

“The minister of information 
must also be able to engage 
in deep discussion with visi- 
tors from abroad, whether they 
are journalists, politicians or 
university professors.” 

Media for Development 

And what about mass media 
in the Arab World ? 

“I would say that information 
in the developing countries 
should not only deal with ques- 
tions of a political nature. In 
my judgement, the raison d’etre 
for the government owning its 
mass media is to use it to de- 
velop people - ■ not only to in- 
form them about political 
events, but also on subjects co- 
ncerning their life and work." 

The minister of information 
is an observer of the highest or- 
der, who often notes things for 
himself. 

“In the last six years I have 
been interested in observing the 
political behaviour and the cul- 
tural development in the area. 

I have taken my own notes that 
I can use when necessary. Lo- 
oking at them from time to 
time is very useful in analysing 
apparently complex situations."

WASHINGTON, July 7 (R). — The US. Defence Department 
today notified Congress that it Intends selling seven of its lat- 
est radar surveillance planes to Iran for $1.2 b 01 k>n despite wa- 
rnings that the move could prompt a new arms race in the 
Gulf. 

Congress has 30 days to reject the proposal sale of the Air- 
borne Warning and Control System (AW ACS) planes, which in- 
formed sources said was approved by the Carter administrati- 
on a month ago. 

Congressional committees are expected to bold hearings on 
the safe of the planes, which are Boeing 70Ts equipped with a 
dish-shaped radar that can overcome background static from 
the earth and had c low-flying a i r c r a ft more titan 320 kms.

Correct technique is 
to win the first trump in his 
hand wiLh the ten. then use 
dummy’s two aces as entries 
to lead spades toward (he 
closed hand. East cannot 
afford to win either round of 
spades. Now declarer simply 
ruffs the third spade with 
the queen of trumps, gets 
back to his hand with a ruff 
to draw the outstanding 
trumps, and concedes a trick 
to the ace of spades for his 
only loser.

Waldheim: Failure of 
Geneva conference 
will be very dramatic 


PARIS, July 8 (R). — United 
Nations Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim warned today that 
many issues must be resolved 
if the Geneva Middle East Pe- 
ace Conference were to resu- 
me in October as suggested by 
IsraeL 

The parties concerned must 
have a dear picture of what 
to expect in Geneva because a 
failure of the conference could 
lead to a “very, very dramatic 
development” in the Middle 
East, Dr. Waldheim told a pr- 
ess conference. 

Israeli Prime Minister Men- 
achem Begin has suggested the 
conference reconvene on Oct. 
JO. It has met only once, in 
December, 1973. 

Dr. Waldheim said today he 
had invited Mr. Begin to me- 
et him on July 22 at U.N. hea- 
dquarters in New York after 
his visit to Washington. They 
would discuss the future of oc- 
cupied territories on the West 


Bank and a resumption of the 
conference. 

“You have all heard the st- 
atements made by the new 
Israeli prime ra inister in re- 
gard to the West Bank of the 
Jordan River," Dr. Waldheim 
said. 

It seems important to me to 
clarify the situation so that 
we know, when we go to Ge- 
neva, what we are going to 
discuss and in what way can 
we tackle the basic issues, if 
we are able to solve the ques- 
tion of the participation of 
the PLO.” 

Dr. Waldheim said the with- 
drawal of Israeli troops from 
occupied territories was a very 
important aspect. 

"But there is also the ques- 
tion of a homeland for the 
Palestinian people as suggested 
by President Carter and re- 
jected by the Israeli govern- 
ment and, of course, the right 
of Israel to existence within

The secretary general said 
the question of the participa- 
tion of the PLO was a major 
difficulty and this and other 
problems must be clarified. 

"All this has to be done 
between now and the resump- 
tion of Geneva conference," he 
said. 

‘The 10th of October was 
proposed by Mr. Begin and ap- 
parently agreed to by Presi- 
dent Sadat of Egypt. We have 
not got any reaction yet from 
the other Arab countries." 

Dr. Waldheim warned all pa- 
rties against rushing into a 
conference without full prepa- 
rations. 

“Otherwise we run the risk 
of failure, and that would be 
counter-productive and could 
then lead to a very, very dra- 
matic development in the Mid- 
dle East." 


Mauritania blames Algeria for 
Paris assassination attempt 


PARIS, July 8 (R). — Mauri- 
tania’s Foreign Minister pinned 
the blame firmly on Algeria to- 
day for yesterday's attempted 
assassination of the Mauritani- 
an ambassador in Paris. 

The minister, Hamdi On Id 
Mouknass, dismissed a denial 
by the Algerian-backed Polisa- 
rio Front that it had any con- 
nection with the shooting of 
Ambassador Ahmed Ould Jan- 
ahaiiah. 

‘This crime was organised 
by the Algerians, who created 
this pseudo-liberation move- 
ment,” the minister told a pr- 
ess conference. ' 

The Polisario, a nationalist 
group fighting for the indepe- 
ndence of the Western Sahara 
charged in a statement yester- 
day that the assassination at- 
tempt was designed to discre- 
dit its cause. It suggested that 
Moroccan intelligence services 
were behind the attack. 

"This is a crude explana- 
tion," Mr. Mouknass said. "No 
one in the world except the 
Algerians has an interest in 
assassinating a Mauritanian 
diplomat." 

Ambassador Janahallah was 
reported recovering in hospital 


today after being shot by two 
gunmen in the throat, shoulder 
and foot as he was being dri- 
ven to his embassy. 

The Polisario, whose forces 
attacked the Mauritanian ca- 
pital of Nouakchott last Sun- 
day, opposes Spam’s action in 
handing over its Western Sa- 
hara colony to Mauritania and 
Morocco in 1975. 

Mr. Mouknass said that Al- 
geria, after failing to prevent 
Mauritania and Morocco from 
winning control over the ter- 
ritory, had now turned to poli- 
tical assassination to achieve 
its aims. 

Responsibility for the attack 
on the ambassador was claim- 
ed by a hitherto unknown gu- 
errilla group calling itself The 
Mustapha Sayed El Wall In- 
ternational Brigade. 

Sayed El Wali was a Polisa- 
rio leader killed in an attack 
on Nouakchott last year. 

The Mauritanian foreign mi- 
nister said he wanted to draw 
the attention of African, Arab 
and world opinion to what he 
called Algeria’s refusal to res- 
pect “the most elementary ru- 
les of international life." 

Mr. Mouknass. who attend- 


ed this week’s summit con- 
ference or the Organisation of 
African Unity in Libreville, 
was on a private visit to the 
French capital when the assa- 
sination attempt took place. 

Meanwhile, in an interview 
with Radio France Internation- 
al, OAU Secretary General Et- 
eki M'boumoua said he person- 
ally felt that the Polisario Fr- 
ont should be invited to the 
special African summit on the 
Saharan question due to be 
held in Lusaka in October. 

"We must invite all who cl- 
aim to represent the Saharan 
people. Therefore the Polisario 
will be represented at Lusa- 
ka," he said. 

"I think that if the Polisario 
is considered as the represen- 
tative, or as one of the repre- 
sentatives of the Saharan pe- 
ople, there is no reason why it 
should not be at Lusaka,” be 
added. 

U.S. destroyer 
tracks Soviet 
warships in 
Gulf of Mexico 

WASHINGTON, July 8 (R). 

— An American destroyer has 
been sent to track four Russ- 
ian warships that approached 
within 35 miles of the United 
States southern coast, the na- 
vy said yesterday. 

A spokesman said a Soviet 
guided-missile cruiser, two gu- 
ided-missile destroyers and one 
supply ship were steaming in 
the Gulf of Mexico in inter- 
national waters outside the 12- 
mile U.S. territorial limit. 

They are the first Russian 
warships to visit the Gulf si- 
nce March 1975 when two 
Kirvak class guided-missile de- 
stroyers were observed, the sp- 
okesman said. 

He said the destroyer Bigel- 
ow was rushed from its Atlan- 
tic coast base at Jacksonville, 
Florida yesterday to trail the 
Soviet fleet. 

The warships came within 
35 miles of the Florida coast 
on the gulf side after they left 
Havana on July 2, the spokes- 
man said. The vessels had ar- 
rived in the Cuban capital 
from the Soviet Union on June 
27. 

The Soviet warships have 
also been under air surveillan- 
ce. 

Officials said the ships were 
apparently on their way back 
to Havana. 

The spokesman said the ap- 
pearance of the Soviet war sh- 
ips was not believed to be re- 
lated to the situation in the 
British colony of Belize, where 
Britain is flying in troops. 

The Soviet ships sailed nor- 
th from Havana rather than 
south towards Belize, the spo- 
kesman said. 

Neutron warhead 
ready for production 

WASHINGTON. July 8 (R). 

— A new battlefield nuclear 

warhead that kills with inten- 
se radiation has been tested by 
the United States and could be 
placed on missiles in Europe 
within 18 months if President 
Carter authorises production, 
government officials said yes- 
terday. 

The neutron warhead is de- 
signed to kill while causing a 
minimum of blast damage to 
buildings and equipment 

The result of 20 years’ re- 
search, it could be used against 
enemy troops with less dang- 
er to nearby civilians or fri- 
endly forces. 

The government officials sa- 
id today that development has 
reached the stage at which the 
warhead could now be put 
into production. 


Kafr Bir’am, Ikrit Arabs may 
finally be allowed to go back 

TEL AVIV, July 7 (R). — Israeli Minister of Religious Affairs 
Mr. Aharon Abuchatzera, said today he would urge the gov- 
ernment to permit the former Aran inhabitants of two northe- 
rn Israeli border villages to return to their homes. 

Speaking to Christian leaders during a tour of Yafa churc- 
hes here, the minister said he would propose to the cabinet 
that it permit the residents of Ikrit and Kafr Bir’am to return 
to their former homes. 

The Maronite Christian Arabs were forced to leave their no- 
rthern villages near the Lebanese border after the 1948 war, 
but they received a promise by Israeli officers that they wou- 
ld be allowed back as soon as the security situation allowed 
this. 

The villagers who are legally citizens of Israel, have for ye- 
ars conducted a public, nan-violent campaign to be permitted 
back to their now mostly ruined former homes. Today only 
the Maronite church still remains largely undamaged. Israeli 
Jews have been settled in the two villages and are farming the 
lands that once belonged to the Arabs. 

Despite considerable public support in Israel and abroad, 
the Labour government repeatedly rejected their requests, fe- 
aring that their return could serve as a precedent to thousan- 
ds of other Arabs who wanted to return to their former 
homes.

Moroccan 
Jews open 
conference 
on role in an 
Arab state 

RABAT, July 8 (R). — The 
Moroccan Jewish community, 
the largest in any Arab state 
with about 20,000 people, held 
a round table conference he- 
re yesterday to discuss their 
future as an integral pan of a 
Moslem state. 

Opened by Dr. Mohammad 
Bennima, minister ot state tor 
the interior, and auenoed by 
7U representatives ot commu- 
nities tnrougnout the country, 
raoois and social organisations, 
it was the nrst meeting or its 
kind held by local Jews since 
independence in 1956. 

it comciued wnn wnat one 
Jewisn leaner aescrioea as tne 
"resurgence ox me Moroccan 
Jewisn identity ’ toiiowmg re- 
cent policy decisions ny lying 
Hassan u to promote harmoni- 
ous co-existence between Mo- 
slems and tne Jews who have 
lived in Morocco tor 23 cen- 
turies. 

In his opening speech Dr. 
Bennima said jewisn anairs 
naa reacnea a "disordered st- 
ate * in morocco auer tne dep- 
arture or numerous Jews wn- 
icn he said he regretted. Borne 
ouu.uoo Jews have emigrated 
since independence, a quarter 
of a million or them to Isra- 
el. 

Because there were so few 
Jews leit none were elected to 
Morocco’s new parliament last 
month since about 80,000 vot- 
ers would oe necessary in any 
constituency, Dr. bennima sa- 
id. 

Dr. Benhima called for sug- 
gestions to make the Moroc- 
can Jewisn community leader- 
snip "incon testa Djy representa- 
tive", apparenuy a reierence 
to the disputed election last 
April of tne community's Sec- 
retary General, M. David Am- 
ar. 

He also called for suggest- 
ion to bring up to date the ex- 
isting legislation governing Je- 
wish community councils to 
make them more efficient in 
the social, religious and cul- 
tural fields. 

After the round table con- 
ference, the assembly decided 
to set up a number of com- 
mittees to deal with the restr- 
ucturing of the communities, 
giving them a new judicial ba- 
sis, to promote the Jew’s his- 
torical, cultural and tradition- 
al heritage, and to establish co- 
ntacts with foreign Jewish or- 
ganisation and communities. 

One proposal to be studied 
is the creation of the Ibn Rus- 
hd Moses Maimonides Cu- 
ltural Foundation in Casabla- 
nca, named for Moslem and 
Jewish philosphers of the mi- 
ddle ages, to “contribute to 
the grand Judeo-Arab recon- 
ciliation" officials said.

TOKYO. July 8 (R). — Japan's 
ruling Liberal Democratic Par- 
ty (LDP) seems likely to suf- 
fer losses in Sunday's election 
for half the seats in the 252- 
seat upper house, but not en- 
ough to create any major po- 
litical upset. 

The LDP. which has retained 
power in Japan for 22 years, 
now holds 126 seats in the 
House of Councillors while the 
opposition holds 123. There are 
three vacancies. 

A spate of newspaper polls 
suggest the LDP will lose any- 
thing from twe to five of the 
65 seats it has up for reelec- 
tion on Sunday in both nation- 
al and local constituencies. 

Without the upper house ma- 
jority which it held until the 
death of a sitting member last 
week, the LDP could no longer 
expect automatic approval for 
legislation sent up from the 
more important lower house, 
in which it retains a slim ma- 
jority. 

Bills rejected by the upper 
chamber must then be passed 
by a two-thirds vote in the 
lower house or wait 60 days to 
become laws. In the case of 
treaties or the budget, the de- 
lay is 30 days. 

To secure the speedy passa- 
ge of vital legislation should 
it lose its dominance in the 
upper house, the LDP will have 
to seek assistance from middle- 
of-the-road parties expected to 
do well on Sunday. 

Opinion polls predict losses 
for both the Japan Communist 
Party and the biggest oppo- 
sition group, the Japan Socia- 
list Party (JSP). But they fo- 
recast gains for the Buddhist- 
oriented Komeito (clean gov- 
ernment) party, the Democra- 
tic Socialist Party (DSP), and 


the New Liberal Club (NLC), 
a group of younger parliame- 
ntarians who broke away from 
the LDP last year and did 
surprisingly well in last De- 
cember’s lower house electio- 
ns. 

The LDP is considered most 
likely to secure informal coo- 
peration with the DSP. which 
has helped the ruling party on 
several occasions in the past. 

A loss of any more than 
five seats by the LDP could 
lead to* strong internal pres- 
sure for Prime Minister Takeo 
Fukuda to step down in the 
same way that former Premier 
Takeo Miki resigned to take 
responsibility for a big LDP 
setback in the December pol- 
ls. 

Such a loss is unlikely, but 
could result not only in Mr. 
Fukuda's resignation, but in 
either a formal coalition with 
one of the moderate parties, 
or a premature general elec- 
tion in which the LDP's down- 
ward trend would be unlikely 
to be reversed. 

Sunday's polls have drawn 
a selection of fringe candida- 
tes, including a number of te- 
levision personalities, a sack- 
ed judge who has defied sum- 
monses to testify before par- 
liament. and a man jailed for 
selling faked pornographic ph- 
otographs of the imperial fa- 
mily, who campaigned, throu- 
gh his lawyer, from a prison 
cell. 

The Japan Women's Party 
launched by female supremfst 
Misako Enoki began campaig- 
ning with 10 candidates. Se- 
veral have subsequently stood 
down, apparently having sec- 
ond thoughts about impleme- 
nting the party’s stated policy 
of using karate chops on male 
parliamentarians unsympathe- 
tic to their party's goals.

SRINAGAR, Kashmir, July 
8 (R). — The people of the pic- 
turesque Kashmir Valley have 
again demonstrated their aff- 
ection for the ailing man who 
has shouldered Kashmiri as- 
pirations for almost half a ce- 
ntury. 

In recent elections to the 
state assembly of Jammu and 
Kashmir, Sheikh Mohammad 
Abdullah, the 71-year-old "Sh- 
er-I-Kashmir (Lion of Kash- 
mir)," gained a surprisingly 
sweeping victory. 

In Srinagar, the summer ca- 
pital of Jammu and Kashmir 
nestling in the Himalayan mo- 
untains, and in other communi- 
ties through the Kashmir Val- 
ley, crowds sang and cheered 
in the streets when Sheikh Ab- 
dullah's victory was announc- 
ed. 

In one of his greatest politi- 
cal triumphs, he had overcome 
ill-health and the opposition of 
India's powerful ruling Janata 
Party to wiqythe first fully-con- 
tested state election in Jammu 
and Kashmir since independen- 
ce 30 years ago. 

India's central government 
leaders joined the people of 
Kashmir in congratulating him. 
But behind the warm words 
they must have been nursing 
feelings of exasperation. 

The Janata Party, which to- 
ppled former Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi’s Congress gov- 
ernment in general elections in 
March, has since suffered th- 
ree defeats at the hands of re- 
gionally powerful parties in el- 
ections to state assemblies. 

Its rout by Sheikh Abdul- 
lah’s National Conference Par- 


ty followed similar trouncings 
by the all-India Anna-Dok in 
the southern state of Tamil 
Nadu and by the Marxist Com- 
munist Party (CPI-M) in West 
Bengal. 

The Janata Party had not 
expected to do well in Sheikh 
AbduJJah’s traditional strong- 
hold, the predominantly Mos- 
lem Kashmir Valley. But it fa- 
red almost as badly in the ma- 
inly Hindu Jammu region of 
the state. 

No other Kashmiri leader en- 
joys anything like the prestige 
and stature that Sheikh Abdu- 
llah commands among the ord- 
inary people of the valley. 

He has been a hero here si- 
nce the early 1930s when his 
courageous opposition to the 
ruling Hindu maharajah earn- 
ed him the title of Lion of Ka- 
shmir. His followers still call 
themselves "shers (lions)". 

Yet only a few months ago, 
many people in Jammu and 
Kashmir were saying sadly: 
“The lion has lost his teeth.” 

This was at a time when his 
existing two-year-old adminis- 
tration, which he headed as 
chief minister, had reached a 
low level of popularity. 

Sheikh Abdullah returned to 
power in February 1975, foll- 
owing two decades in the po- 
litical wilderness, when he re- 
ached an accord with Mrs. Ga- 
ndhi’s government He resign- 
ed this March after a break 
with the Congress Party. 

However, during the state 
election campaign, which was 
marred by frequent street cla- 
shes between rival groups, his 
old puli on the hearts of Kash- 
miris began to work again. 
When he suffered a heart atta- 
ck in early June. pro-Abdullah 
sentiment reached a peak. 

The Janata Party became the 


rallying point of anti-Abdullah 
forces. Sheikh Abdullah's op- 
ponents charged him with un- 
democratic, authoritarian rule 
during his tenure as chief mi- 
nister. 

The Janata Party’s ally was 
the Awami action committee 
of Mirwaiz (chief priest) Maui- 
vi Farooq, a hereditary religi- 
ous leader whose main follow- 
ing is in the old inner city of 
Srinagar. 

Traditional hostility exists 
between Sheikh Abdullah's fo- 
llowers and those of the Mir- 
waiz. The antipathy is rooted 
in old enmity and ideological 
differences, though both groups 
are Sunni Moslems. 

Most Kashmiris this time vo- 
ted for and celebrated with 
Sheikh Abdullah, leading his 
party in an election for the fi- 
rst time since 1952. 

Sheikh Abdullah made the 
retention of Jammu and Ka- 
shmir’s qualified autonomy wi- 
thin the Indian union his main 
campaign issue. 

However, the central gov- 
ernment reacted by saying th- 
ere was no question of abroga- 
ting article 370 of the Indian 
constitution. This article gives 
the state its special status wi- 
thin the union, a legacy of its 
accession to India amid Indo- 
Pakistan hostility over posses- 
sion of Kashmir soon after the 
subcontinent’s partition in 
1947. 

Possession is still disputed 
by Pakistan, which controls ab- 
out a third of the state. 

Bitterness between Sheikh 
Abdullah and the central gov- 
ernment leaders who campaig- 
ned against him appears to 
have evaporated quickly in re- 
sponse to the political and ec- 
onomic reality that each side 
has to get on with the other. 


Kannda tells journalists 

Zambia will call in 


foreign forces if needed 


LUSAKA. July 8 (R). — 
Zambia has made contingency 
plans with selected foreign co- 
untries to receive military sup- 
port in the event of intensi- 
fied warfare with neighbouring 
Rhodesia, President Kenneth 
Kannda said today. 

He did not name the coun- 
tries involved. But he told a 
press conference that the na- 
tions from which military aid 
offers had been accepted in 
principle included Somalia and 
Cuba. 

“When the time comes, we 
have alerted one or two coun- 
tries to ask for military aid... 
we have selected than and 
they are ready to come," Pre- 
sident Kaunda said. He ex- 
pressed the hope that such ac- 
tion would not be necessary, 
however. 

Zambia is one of the five fr- 
ont-line black African states, 
along with Angola, Tanzania, 
Mozambique and Botswana, 
committed to the downfall of 
white minority rule in Rhode- 
sia, with which it shares a tro- 
ubled. 650 km. border. 

Rhodesian Premier Ian Smith 
has threatened to send troops 
into Zambia to attack black 
nationalist guerrillas based in 
the country, which is playing a 
central role in efforts to bring 
black majority rule to its so- 
uthern neighbour. 

“I am quite clear in my own 
mind, as always, that this 
war is going to escalate," Pre- 
sident Kaunda said. ‘There ha- 
ve been more and more exch- 
anges between rebel (Rhodes- 
ian) troops and our own boys 
in the field.” 

"Zambia has always reser- 
ved the right if she cannot de- 
fend her own territory to Invi- 
te any other country to come 
to her aid.” he said, but ad- 
ded: "There’s no room for this 
at the moment." 

Both Somalia and Cuba have 
recently offered to provide mi- 
litary aid for Zambia in the 
event of attack. 

President Kaunda said he 
had made "contingency plans, 
but these are not for release to 
the press just now." 

Asked if he had accepted the 
Somali and Cuban offers. Pre- 
sident Kaunda said: "Many fr- 
iendly countries have offered 
aid. We have accepted all the- 
se offers in principle.” 

"If Somalia has offered and 
Cuba has offered ... we have 
accepted them all in principle/' 


he said, but declined to gw 
further details, saying these 
were a state secret 

The Zambian leader stress, 
ed that his country did 
want to be drawn directly k. 
to the intensifying guert% 
war for Rhodesia, but said it 
could not be provoked beyond 
limits. 

Dr. Kaunda appeared to be 
keeping world attention foa* 
sed on black- white conflict j* 
Southern Africa, and prison 
his people for possible host® 
ties. His threat of foreign (o. 
volvement seemed intended as a 
deterrent for Mr. Smith, ob- 
servers said.

The 
last meeting was on Sunday, 
the 12th of June*" President 
Kaunda told a press conferen- 
ce. 


The Zambian leader, a sta- 
unch supporter of the Patrio- 
tic Front, made the recogni- 
tion proposal at the OAU sum- 
mit in Libreville, Gabon, ear- 
lier this month. Dr. Kminda 
said Mr. Sithole planned to re- 
turn to Rhodesia via South 
Africa. 

Mr. Sithole’s planned return 
to Rhodesia has prompted sp- 
eculation that Premier Ian Sm- 
ith may try to seek an inter- 
nal settlement with him and 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa, the fo- 
urth main nationalist figure, 
who is also outside the Patrio- 
tic Front. 

Dr. Kaunda said such a set- 
tlement would be “a sell-out in 


Africa and in the progressive 
wocld."
